North Khcfliehl, Ifali, for tho purpOBe o,f 
exhibiting the peculiar faculty possessed by 
him of receiving impressioiis from 
tho 


minds of otlier.H, under certain conditions. 
There was present, during part or ftll of tho 
csperinieiits, 
1'rof.s. 
Timelier, 
Wright, 


Wheeler, i-'isliL-r, IJrower, Lyman, Marsh, 
Walker, Whitney, 
Johnson, Norton and 


Clerk, Kx -I1 reside ut Woolsey, Tutors Phelpi 
and Thncher, 
Mr. Timelier, (a relative of 


Prof. Thacher.jtmd three or four ladies. Nine 
experiments wore tried, seven of which 
were entirely successful, and tho other two 
ucnrly HO, in one of them entire success 
being impossible. Notes were 
taken by 


Prof. Brewer of ench experiment at the 
time. 
The details nro ns follows: 


Experiment 1. — Prof. Brewer parsed from 


the lecture-room, through the hall, (out of 
which open five doors and two stairways,) 
into another room, and from this into an- 
other, where he placed on a theodolite in a 
corner a small article taken from his pocket. 
lie then went into tho hall by another door, 
thou up stairs, then back through the two 
roomB, then 
down 
stairs, 
and then 


returned to Iho lecture-room, where Mr. 
Brown, blinded, first took hold of Mr. 
Brewer's left hand in his own right, and 
then, after brief! v placing his other hand on 
Mr. 
Brewer's forehead, and bringing Mr. 


Brewer's hnml to his own 
forehead, ap- 


parently to establish mental connection, 
suddenly started off. leading him at a rapid 
pace, through tho hall and tho rooms men- 
tioned, directly to tho ariiclo on tho thcodol- 
ite,d9signalin£ it as tho objectsonght. There 
was not the slightest hesitation as to which 
room to enter of the many opening into the 
hall, nor as to tho part of tho room wher* 
the object wos placed, and no one but Mr. 
Brewer knew what tho article was. It was 
a pocket tapc-measnro in brass case, which, 
as it lay on tho object end of the telescope 
of tho theodolite, appeared to be a part of 
that instrument. 


Experiment 
'2. — Mr. Brown went with 


Prof. Lyman into another room, and while 
he was fibsont President Woolsey concealed 
a coin beneath a book in n pile of books at 
the end of a lecture table. 
Then going to 


tho room where Brown was, 
Mr. Brown, 


blindfolded, led him rapidly to the lecturo- 
room, and after trying ono or two other 
places, went to tho vicinity of the boohs, 
bending over them, passing repeatedly from 
ono sido of the tnblo to the other, thou going 
elsewhere, but quickly returning 
to tho 


same spot, as; if particularly attracted there, 
without actually finding the coin while with 
President Woolsey. lie then asked to try 
someone- clso who know where tho article 
was. Putting him self en rapport with Prof. 
Whitney, he led him directly to tho spot, 
mid found the coia under tho books. 
It 


should bo observed that iii these ciperiinents 
the person led is required to keep his mind 
intently on the article, and on tho place 
where ho has conceded it. 


Experiment :i. — Mr. Brown again went 


out. 
(I To leftoach time in company with 


Prof. Lyman.) Then Prof. Fisher took n 
pencil cflse and gave it to Prof. Johnson nnd 
likewise left. 
Prof. TJohnson gavo it to 


Prof. 
Timelier, and left 
the, room 
nlBO. 


Then Prof. Thacher concealed it on ttie edge 
of a blackboard and too1! his seat among the 
persons in the room. 
Tho last two who 


had gono out were recalled and took seats in 
different places. 
Then Jlr. Brown (blind- 


folded as before) led in Prof. Fisher from 
another room and took him to Frof. "Walker 
then took Prof. Walker to Prof. Johnson, 
and him in turn to Prof. Thacher. In two 
of those eases he first led the person to tho 
gentleman next to tho right one, and \rhen 
told ho wns wrong, immediately designated 
tho right person. In one of these cases 
tho person led said the mistake was his own, 
as he had inadvertently, fixed his mind on 
tho wrong individual. 
With Prof. Thacher 


iio failed to find tho pencil, although, as in 
tho second experiment, ho returned often to 
tho spot and closely 'searched the vicinity, 
seemingly attracted toward it, and oscilat- 
ing first to one side nnd then the other, like 
a needle near a magnet. Requesting, then, 
to try with soino 'other person who know 
what and where tho article was, ho led Mr. 
rhachcr directly to the right spot, and 
found tho pencil-case. 


Experiment 4. — An alphabet was written 


with chalk on a blackboard. 
When Air. 


Brown was out of the room, Prof. Marsh 
wrote tho word ''Bono" on a slip of paper; 
nnd handed it to 
another person. 
Mr. 


Brown 
returning, 
was blindfolded, 
nnd 


taking Prof, Marsh's bund, 
immediately 


pointed to tho four letters in succession. 


Experiment 5, —Mr. Thacher was to"think

In the Republican of tho 3IU1 inst., it wa 


staled that no total eclipse nf tho moon 1m 
occurred since 1856, and that Ruch a phc 
nomenon is to be seen only once iu 1 
years. So far is this from being true, thi 
teen total lunar eclipses have occurred i 
the Ififlt liO years, including the present, au 
frequently two in tho Raino year. It is uu 
true also that there will bo no such eclipse 
a thousand years hence; they will _occ'. 
then na often as now. The writer obriousl 
misunderstood something which ho 1m 
road or heard about the lunar cycle of I 
years and 10 dayp, in which period Iho eu 
tire BericH of solar and lunar ecliptics come 
around, with only a small change- of mag 
nitudo.

solar eclipse of Iho HeriflH, tho 
moon 


shadow will cross the earth nt a differei 
latitude, until in tho course of centuries 
passes &t nil parallels from ono polo lo tli 
other, aud then that particular eclipse dii 
appears from the cyclo. Hut in tho meai 
time another will strike at ono of tho pole 
nnd work its way at ornry return towar 
tho opposite, nnd pass off. In like inaiiuo

MOSS-COVEIICU Arri.E TIIEEB.—Mossy trees 


iu an orchard generally indicate too much 
moisturo iu tbo soil—that is, that tho soil 
needs drainage- and tho trees require stimu- 
lating. 
Give tho ground under tho trees a 


good top-dressing of mulch aucl ashes, drnin 
tho ground thoroughly, scrapo off tho mOBfl 
from tho trees with a hoe, and wash trunks 
and largo brauclus with strong soap-suds. 
But we should, perhaps, observe that whilo 
mossy trees generally indicate too much 
moisture, it is not always tho case; lor trees 
ou tho same soils aro often mossy; and soils 
ore covered with tho Game species of moss. 
Moss, therefore, indicator! poverty of soil, or 
uncongenial conditions in some way; it may 
bo a want of moisturo as well as too much. 
Stimulate tho growth at any rale, as w§ 
havo above suggested, whether tho soil ia 
dry or wet.

bad a good doal of experience, and know 
what you want, make a chest and select the 
tools yourself ; but if you got one which 
Bomo one else ii»9 furnished, you may, to be 
sure, get a good set of tools, but there will 
bo many for which you will find but little 
use. 
Even regular mechanics have different 


ways of using tools, mid au ingenious ama- 
teur will pfteu mako shift, to do without 
certain tools, which a carpenter or black- 
smith consider iudispensable. 
Hero are 


some good suggestions: Every farmer shohld 
have a small room, tight and wnvin, whloh 
ho can lock, and whore ho can hoop his 
small tools. Then ho wants a good, solid 
work-boucb, with au iron vice ou onn «»!« 
and a woodwu one on tho other. 
Fur iron- 


working ho wants a solid piece of iron for an 
anvil, a seven-pound stoel-faco hammer, a 
riveting bruume-r, one large and one small 
cold chisel, two or three punches from one- 
quarter to throQ.eighths inch, a rimiiier and 
a countersink, to bo used with bit-stock; a 
ncrew-pluto that will cut n scrow from one- 
quarter to three-eighths inch: tben with 
round iron of tho various sizes, and ready- 
nmde nuts, he can inako any bolt he wishes. 
For carpenter work be wants a square, a 
shaving-horse, drawing-knife, a set of places 
auger from ono half to two inches, a fine 
hand-saw, with coarse cross-cut and rip-saw, 
largo cross-cut saw for logs, and a grind- 


.IituiuATiNG STRAWBERRIES.—-Tho uccos- 
aity for irrigjitioc in Calif or uia, is lending 
some Eastern fruit raisers to boliove tbnt 
important advantages would result from the 
adoptiou of the practice hero, although it 
mny not bo tibsolutoly"required for the pro- 
duction of crops. This senaon strawberries 
and raspborrios, whore severe drought lias 
prevailed, huvo proved littlo over half a 
crop.

Manuring 
and stirring tho Boil will probably bo found 
more generally applicable than irrigation.
